CONSTITUTION OF THE WAKEFIELD HIGH SCHOOL 
STUDENT COOPERATIVE ASSOCIATION 


Article I—Name 


The name of this organization shall be the Wakefield 
High School Student Cooperative Association. 


Article II—Purpose 


The purpose of the Wakefield High School Student Co- 
operative Association and its governing body shall be to 
provide for the effective transaction of all matters con- 
cerning the student body of Wakefield High School and to 
provide opportunities for student participation in all of 
the activities at Wakefield High School. 


Article III—Membership 


The voting membership of the Wakefield High School 
Student Cooperative shall include all students during the 
regular session, 


Article IV—Governing Body 


The governing body of the Wakefield High School Stu- 
dent Cooperative Association shall be known as the Wake- 
field High School Assembly, hereinafter referred to as the 
Assembly. It shall be composed of the Administrative Of- 
ficers, the various Cabinet Officers, and the Class Rep- 
resentatives. 

Section 1. Administrative Offices 


The administrative offices shall consist of a president, 
vice president, recording secretary, and corresponding sec- 
retary. 

Clause 1, Qualifications 

In order to be eligible for office, the administrative 
candidates must have a combined average of their last mid- 
term final grades of not less than “C” with no failures, 
and must be in good standing with the Wakefield faculty 
and student body. The Administrative Officers must be 
members of the junior and/or senior class during their 
tenure of office with the exception of the vice president, 
wno must be a member of the junior class. 
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Clause 2. Officers 


1. President—The powers and duties of the President 
shall be as follows:

To preside over all meetings of the Assembly; 

To bring to the attention of the Assembly all mat- 
ters which require Assembly action; 

To make a report to the student body of the As- 
sembly actions and discussions as often as the As- 
sembly deems necessary; 

To veto any action proposed by the Assembly; 

To appoint committee chairmen with the approval 
of the Assembly; 

To fill vacancies by a temporary appointment, 
subjeet to two-thirds approval of the Assembly, 
until the Assembly shall decide whether or not 
to hold a special election to fill the vacancy; 

To call special meetings of the Assembly; and 
To serve as an ex-officio member of all committees. 


2. Vice President— The powers and duties of the Vice 
President shall be as follows:

To preside over the Assembly in the absence of 
the President; 

To coordinate the activities of the various cabinet 
officers; 

To keep the student calendar of student events and 
activities; 

To assign places of meeting and to consult with 
the administration to avoid conflicts; and

death, resignation, or removal from office, until 
a special election is held to fill the vacancy. 


8. Recording Secretary—The powers and duties of the 
Recording Secretary shall be as follows:

To keep records of all Assembly meetings and to 
make them available for examination by students 
and faculty; 

To place these records on permanent file at the 
end of each school term; and 

To collect duplicate copies of the proceedings of 
Assembly committee meetings and to place these 
records in the permanent files of the Assembly. 


4. Corresponding Secretary—The powers and duties of 
the Corresponding ‘Secretary shall be as follows: 
a. To take charge of and be responsible for all As- 
sembly correspondence; and 
b. To place duplicate copies of the correspondence in 
the permanent files of the Assembly. 


Section 2. The Cabinet Offices 


The Cabinet Offices shall consist of the Secretary of 
Finance, the Secretary of Clubs and Service Organizations, 
The Secretary of Social Activities, the Secretary of Public 
Relations and Publications, the Secretary of Safety and 
Welfare, and the Secretary of Athletic and Forensic Activ- 
ities, The Assembly shall have the power to create new 
cabinet offices as the need arises and to abolish existing 
cabinet offices. 


Clause 1. Qualifications 


In order to be eligible for office, the cabinet officers 
must have a combined average of their last mid-term final 
grades of not less than “C” with no failures, and must be 
in good standing with the Wakefield faculty and student 
body. The Cabinet Officers must be members of the sopho- 
more, junior, and/or senior class. 


Clause 2. Officers 

1. Secretary of Fiance—The duties and powers of the 
Secretary of Finance shall be as follows: 

a. To keep financial records of income and expendi- 
tures; 

b. To prepare a budget for Student Cooperative As- 
sociation activities; and 

с. To attend all school Finance Committee meetings, 
as long as such a committee is in existence in the 
school. 

2. Secretary of Clubs and Service Organizations—The 
duties and powers of the Secretary of Clubs and Serv- 
ісе Organizations shall be as follows: 

a. To register all clubs and service organizations that 
have a faculty sponsor; 

b. To foster and promote the formation of new clubs 
and service organizations; 
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6. To provide a program of orientation for the in- 
coming students; and 

d. To encourage student participation in all school 
service activities, 


8. Secretary of Social Activities—The duties and powers 
of the Secretary of Social Activities shall be as follows: 


а. To plan and/or supervise all S.C.A. social Тапс- 
tions; 

b. To plan all S.C.A. assemblies; and 

€. To serve on the committee to arrange for assem- 
blies not associated with the S.C.A. 


4. Secretary of Public Relations and Publications— The 
duties and powers of the Secretary of Public Relations 
and Publications shall be as follows: 


a. To provide for the publication of the Student 
Handbook and the Student Directory; 

b. To acquaint the student body with the other school 
publications; 

с. To provide for press releases of student activ- 
ities to local and school newspapers; 

d. То be responsible for S.C.A. bulletin board dis- 

plays; 

To assign the use of bulletin board space; 

To provide for the use of display cases; 

To approve all displays in authorized areas; and 

To provide for the necessary communication of 

daily announcements. 


5. Secretary of Safety and Welfare—The duties and 
powers of the Secretary of Safety and Welfare shall 
be as follows: 


a. To serve as chairman of the Wakefield Safety 
Council; 

b. To provide for the direction of all drives initiated 
by the Assembly; and 

е. To execute the Assembly-approved plans for im- 
proving the Wakefield student conduct. 


6. Secretary of Athletic and Forensie Activities—The 
duties and powers of the Secretary of Athletic and 
Forensic Activities shall be as follows:

Clause 1. Qualifications 
In order to be eligible for office the class representa- 
tives must have a combined average of the last mid-term 
final grades of not less than “C” with no failures and must 
be in good standing with the Wakefield faculty and stu- 
dent body. д 
Clause 2. Powers and Duties 
The powers and duties of the Class Representatives 
shall be as follows: 
1. To represent an equitable number of students to be 
determined by his class president; 
2. To keep this number of students informed on all 
matters before the Assembly; and 
3. To report to the Assembly all the suggestions and 
reactions made by this same group of students, 
Section 4. Elections 
All Assembly officers shall be elected for a tenure of one 
year by a simple majority vote by a democratic process 
of nomination and election to be determined by the out- 
going body. Officers may be re-elected, 
Section 5. Nomination 
‘Nominations may be made by the governing body, by 
petition of at least fifty voters, and/or by political parties. 
Section 6. Meetings 
The Assembly shall meet regularly, The first year the 
Assembly shall meet at least once a week after school 
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hours. In succeeding years the outgoing Assembly shall 
determine the time of meeting. 


Clause 1.. Quorum 


A quorum of more than one-half the membership of the 
Assembly must be present to tranact business. 

Clause 2. Spring Meeting 

The newly elected Assembly shall meet in the Spring 
preceding its term of office for an organizational meeting. 


Section 7. Referendum 


The student body shall have the power of referendum 
upon petition of 10 per cent of the student body. 


Section 8. Removal 


By a two-thirds vote of the Assembly, a member may be

A member shall be automatically removed if he fails to 
maintain at each reporting period a “C” average with no 
failures. 


Section 9. Recall 


The student body shall have the power of recall upon 
the petition of 10 per cent of the voting body or of the 
elass concerned. 


Article V—Class Offices 
Class offices and homeroom offices shall consist of 
President, Vice President, Secretary, and Treasurer. 


Section 1. Qualifications 

The respective class sponsors shall select a committee 
on elections and qualifications of officers. All class officers 
shall be elected by a simple majority in an election соп- 
ducted in the democratic processes, 


Article VI—Sponsors 
A committee elected by the incoming Assembly will meet 
with the principal to select the Assembly sponsor or spon- 
sors for the following term. 
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Section 1. Term of Office 


The sponsor or sponsors of the Assembly shall servé'a 
two-year term and shall be subject to one reappointment. 
Section 2. Vacancies 

In ease a vacancy occurs in the sponsor position, the 
process for the selection of sponsors shall be the same as 
for a new term. 

Article VII—Interpretation Committee 

The Interpretation Committee shall consist of the follow- 
ing members: two seniors and one student from each of 
the remaining classes to be appointed by their respective 
class presidents, subject to the approval of the Assembly; 
two members of the Social Studies department; and the 
Sponsor or Sponsors of the Assembly: and the principal 
of Wakefield High School. 


Section 1. Powers and Duties з 

The powers and duties of the Interpretation Committee 

shall be as follows: 

1. To elect a permanent chairman and secretary from 
its membership; 

2. To make final interpretation of this Constitution 
upon presentation of a written request signed by

Section 2. Secretary of the Interpretation Committee 

The secretary of the Interpretation Committee shall keep 

a record of all meetings and place them in a permanent file 
at the end of each school term. 
Article VIII—By-Laws 
The Assembly, class officers, and homeroom officers 
shall have the power to establish by-laws for their respec- 
tive groups so long as these by-laws do not conflict with 
this Constitution. 
Article IX—Amendment 
An amendment may be made to this Constitution by two 
thirds approval of the voting body. A proposed amendment 
shall be presented to the voting body: (1) upon presentation 
of a petition of 10 per cent of the voting body with a 
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faculty member's signature, or (2) upon approval of two- 
thirds of the Assembly. 
Article X—Ratification - 
This Constitution shall become effective upon ratification 
фу: 60 per cent of the voting body of the Wakefield High 
School S:udent Cooperative Association.

Article ІП 
A member of the Assembly shall be automatically re- 
moved if he fails to maintain a “С” average with no 
failures. This is not cumulative average, but refers to 
each quarter’s grades. 
Article IV 
The student body shall have the right of petition of 
initiative upon presentation of a petition of 10 per cent 
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of the voting body or 20 per cent of the class concerned. 
The Assembly, when such a petition is presented, shall re- 
port publically to the entire student body the nature of 
the question within a two-week period after receiving the 
petition. Moreover, during the same two-week period the 
Assembly shall vote on the motion of the petition and shall 
report back to the entire student body the result of its vote. 


HISTORY 


Wakefield High School began its first year of operation 
in September, 1953, Since then it has grown from a new and 
little-known school to a school of quality and reputation. 
The first student government, the change to the present 
form, the year that the Wakefield football team beat Wash- 
ington-Lee, the year our basketball team won the State 
Championship, the many citizenship and scholastic awards 
that the school has received, the establishment and growth 
of clubs and honor societies, and Wakefield’s accreditation 
—are but a few of the high points ої Wakefield's histo: 
which have aided in making our school outstanding not only 
in the minds of the students but in the minds of all those 
who have observed our facilities, staff, and opportunities 
which afford all students participation in a well-rounded 
school program. 

The school received its name from George Washington’s 
birthplace in Westmoreland County, Virginia. Wakefield 
has grown from a school of approximately 1500 in 1953 to 
an estimated enrollment of 2230 in 1962. Our teaching staff 
has grown to more than 130. 

The S.C.A. of Wakefield has traditionally submitted a 
written report on the activities of the school student gov- 
ernment to the Freedom’s Foundation. This foundation is 
a patriotic educational organization which sponsors a pro- 
gram to promote an interest and understanding in the 
American way of life; it gives awards to various schools, 
authors, composors, ministers, and legislators each year. 
Approximately 32 thousand entries are received from 
schools each year, and about two hundred of these re- 
ceive an award; Wakefield has won an award five times. 


SCHOOL DAY 
The school day will begin for students at 8:15 and соп- 
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tinue until 2:47 on regular schedule and 2:49 on activity 
schedule, Buses will begin picking up students at 7:30. On 
fair-weather days students will not be admitted into the 
building unti! 8:05. 

Buses will remain for ten minutes after the closing of 
school before departing. All students are urged to plan 
their afternoon activities so that they may be ready to de- 
part on schedule. Late buses will provide transportation 
for students remaining after the close of school for intra- 
murals, clubs, etc. These buses will leave at 4:10 and at 
6:165. 

ATTENDANCE 


Absence from school is one of the main factors causing 
failure of students in their subjects. Good attendance and 
good attendance procedures are, therefore, very important. 

Attendance will be recorded and reported in each home- 
room and class for the opening days of school. The central 
гн procedures will begin the third week in Septem- 

ет. 

The roll will be taken in each class immediately follow- 
ing the tardy bell. Period by period the lists of absentees 
will be checked against homeroom absences for that day. If 
a student is reported absent from one class when he has 
been noted present earlier, his home will be contacted im- 
mediately, 

If an absence is anticipated, it is urged that the student 
bring the request note from home the day prior to absence. 
This note should be taken to the student’s counselor in the 
cafeteria before 8:10 in the morning to be approved. 

No student is allowed to leave the school during the day 
without permission from the office. When permission has 
been granted, the student will sign out at the attendance 
office. Exceptions to signing out are clinic cases and hold- 
ers of lunch passes, 

Names of students in the clinic will be sent to the at- 
tendance office to prevent misunderstanding when a stu- 
dent is reported absent by his class teacher. 

Students must remember their excuse notes the day im- 
mediately following their absence. The note must be taken 
to the student's counselor in the cafeteria as soon as the 
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student arrives at school. Failure to comply with this re- 
gulation will result in referral to the appropriate division 
director. The counselor will issue the admittance card to 
each teacher for his signature. 

There are two important things to remember about at- 
tendance: 

(1) Be in school unless you are sick, or there is a 
death in your family, or there is an emergency situation 
beyond your control Make every effort to have doctor or 
dental appointments after school hours, 

(2) Be on time. 


TARDINESS 

Students are expected to report to school and to class 
on time. If a student is detained at home, he must bring 
a note signed by his parent explaining the reason for his 
tardiness. 

If a student is tardy to school, he must report to the 
attendance secretary in the cafeteria from 8:15 to 8:20. If 
he arrives after 8:20, he must report to the attendance 
office. 

A student may be required to serve detention or to have 
his grade lowered for the day if he has an unexcused tardi- 
ness to any class. Repeated tardiness will be referred to 
the division directors for action, If a student has a note 
from a teacher excusing his tardiness, it must be cleared 
through the attendance secretary before the student goes 
to class. 


WITHDRAWAL OR TRANSFER FROM SCHOOL 

When a student desires to withdraw or transfer from 
school he must observe the following procedure: 1) he 
must present a note from his parent or guardian to the 
registrar stating the reason for the withdrawal ог trans- 
fer; 2) he must see that a form which will be given to 
him is signed by all the staff members concerned with his 
school program; 3) he must see that all books and school 
equipment are returned in good shape; and 4) he must re- 
turn the signed withdrawal form to the registrar who will 
give him his transferral card. 


TRANSPORTATION 
Students who live outside the one and one-half mile ra- 
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dius of the school building will be transported by county 
schoo] buses free of charge. 

Students are expected to maintain their best behavior 
while in transit to and from school, The bus drivers are 
in complete charge of the total group, and any disciplin- 
ary problems originating on these buses will be directed to 
the principal’s office. 


LUNCH PASSES 


Any student living within a block or two of school and 
desiring to go home for lunch may do so if he presents a 
note from his parent to his division director requesting 
permission. When this note is approved a lunch pass is 
issued to the student. The student may not ро home in his 
car; he may not leave the grounds of schoo] at lunch time 
unless he has his lunch pass. Passes are issued for one 
year only, and must be renewed each September. 


AUTOMOBILES 


For your own benefit in case of emergency, all cars 
driven to school should be registered in the office. Stu- 
dents will be expected to park in the student parking area 
or on the streets adjacent to the school. When parking on 
these side streets they should consider the home-owner 
and avoid inconveniencing him. Cars parked in the student 
parking lot must be parked perpendicular to the fence or 
to the road. No car, at any time, should block another car 
in the lot. Yellow curbs are No Parking Zones. 

Except in case of special permission from the office, 
students are not to drive or to sit in automobiles during 
school hours or lunch periods. 


CONDUCT 
The following rules of conduct should be obeyed by all:

There will be cans available for use in disposing Ч 
trash. Students are not to use any part within 25 feet o 
the building while smoking. The times this facility will be 
in use are before school, after school, and during a stu- 
dent’s lunch period. ді 

Smoking is a privilege granted to students and it will 
be controlled by the student government in cooperation 
with the school administration. Students referred for 
smoking in any other area of the school or on the school 
buses will be suspended from school. : 

dents are not to congregate on private property 
(бегене Road and Dinwiddie Street) before school 
opens or at the end of the school day, but are to use the 
area on the school grounds designated for smoking. 


AIR RAID—FIRE DRILL 2 
Air raid and fire drills will be held at different times 
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during school days so that emergency conditions are ap- 
proximated and so that students will receive this train- 
ing in all class situations. Students should carefully fol- 
low insructions given by staff members. Detailed instruc- 
tions are posted in all classrooms, 


LOCKERS 

Hall lockers are available for storing personal and 
school property of the student. Locker combinations are 
issued by the homeroom teacher. No deposit fee will be 
charged for the use of this facility. Periodic locker in- 
speetions will be held, however, and any damage resulting 
from other than normal use will be charged to the student. 

Damage to lockers should be reported at once. Pictures 
or mirrors should not be put in lockers. Each student is 
responsible for his own locker. 


LIBRARY 

The Wakefield High School Library is open from 7:00 
A.M, to 4:00 P.M. Pupils who hold Senior Merit Cards may 
enter the library any time during the school day by pre- 
senting the merit card to the attendant at the library and 
by signing the Merit Card Attendance sheet at the door. 
Books may be checked out at the circulation desk by sign- 
ing one's signature and homeroom section. 

Wakefield High School Library has over 12,000 volumes 
and subscribes to over 100 periodicals, There are up-to- 
date information and vocational files, college catalogs, and 
maps available for student use. 


SCHOOL BANK 

The school bank is located on the second floor next to 
room 237 and is open for service before and during home- 
room period. The current dividend rate is 4%. 

Fifty cents will open a student's account and his funds 
will be insured up to $10,000. Balances of $5.00 and over 
earn a quarterly dividend on March 31, June 30, Decem- 
ber 31, and September 30. Funds deposited between the 
firet and tenth of each month will earn dividends for the 
entire month. 

The entire personnel of the Thrift System is bonded, 
and the facilities for handling accounts include a fire- 
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proof walk-in vault and a burglar-proof safe. During the 
summer months, business transactions may be made at 
the office of the First Federal Savings and Loan Asso- 
ciation, 3211 South Columbia Pike. 


SCHOOL STORE 


The school store, located on the first floor across from 
the office, is sponsored by a staff member and operated by 
students, АП necessary supplies, such as pencils, paper, 
and notebooks are available. Such articles as pins and 
pennants are also for sale. Prices of these items have 
been established in order to save money for the students. 
as well as to provide a slight profit for the general fund 
of the school. The store is open during the regular school 
day and for short periods before and after school. 


LOST AND FOUND 


Тһе Lost and Found, operated by a student organiza- 
tion and located in room 147, will be open at certain times 
during the day so that students may turn in or claim 
misplaced articles. 

All lost articles should be turned into the Lost and 
Found as soon as possible or, if it is not open, to the main 
office. 

Because all lost articles are transferred to the Arling- 
ton County Police Department after 30 days, students are 
urged to claim lost articles immediately. 


ASSEMBLIES 

Assemblies, an important, informative part of student 
activity, will be held on Tuesdays. Three all-school assem- 
blies are planned for this year: a Thanksgiving assembly 
and two awards assemblies. The rest of the assemblies 
will be held on a grade level basis, seniors going to the 
auditorium and juniors and sophomores going to the boys" 
gym. Assemblies are arranged by the division director in 
charge of the grade concerned. 

Students wishing to use the auditorium must obtain a 
written permission slip in the office. A faculty member 
must be present at all times when a student group is us- 
ing the facilities, Coordinators of assemblies which re- 
quire special features such as multiple microphones and 
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the catalogs of those colleges for information pertaining 
to scholarships, There are also reference books on schol- 
arships available in the school library. 

It is wise to investigate national scholarship opportuni- 
ties such as those offered in the General Motors National 
Scholarship program and the Naval ROTC program. The 
guidance counselors will have information on these pro- 
grams and many others and will keep those students who 
indicate an interest posted on these possibilities. Current 
literature (newspapers and magazines) often contains 
articles pertaining to scholarships, particularly those a- 
warded on a national scale, 

Finally, students seeking financial assistance should 
investigate loan possibilities. Many colleges have loan 
funds which are virtually untapped. 


SCHOLARSHIP FUND 

The Scholarship Fund, sponsored by the Student As- 
sembly, provides $400.00 to help a deserving senior stu- 
dent defray part of the expenses of his first year in a post 
high school education program of his choice. The recipient 
of this scholarship is chosen from written applications and 
interviews, A screening committee, composed of two sen- 
ior counselors, the principal, the Assistant Principals, and 
the S.C.A, Sponsor, makes the final choice. Money for this 
scholarship is raised by voluntary contributions from 
Wakefield student clubs and individuals, 


REQUIRED COURSES 


Twelve credits, earned during the last three years of 


high school, are necessary for graduation. These credits 
must be achieved in the following areas:

credit in U.S. and Virginia Government 
credit in science 


credit in mathematics 
credits from electives 
Each student is also required to take two years of 
Health and Physical Education.

SENIOR CLASS RINGS 
Juniors who have received for mid-term grades a *D" or 
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better in all subjects necessary for promotion, may order 
their Senior Class Rings in February. These rings will be 
delivered at the end of May. 

For those not desiring to order rings in February, there 
will be another opportunity in the spring and at the end 
of summer school to place orders. 

The rings have been manufactured by Herff-Jones in 
two styles—open and closed back. The open back rings cost 
$14,58 for girls and $17.35 for boys including tax. The 
closed back rings cost about two dollars more. A selection 
in the type of stone is available—cut or smooth—and the 
color of all stones is green. 


STUDENT EXPENSES 

The following expenses apply to most students: 

Class Dues: The amount will be approximately $2.50 for 
sophomores and juniors, which will include a subscription 
to the school newspaper and representation in the year- 
book. Senior dues will be about $5.50, which will cover 
rental of cap and gown, class picture, subscription to the 
newspaper, and representation in the yearbook. 

Club 763, 764, or '65 Dues: The amount will be approxi- 
mately $1.50 and will cover admission to the one or two 
dances sponsored by that class. 

School Insurance: This insurance costs approximately 
$1.75 and provides accident coverage for the regular 
school day and a reasonable time before and after school. 
Hospital and medical expenses are included. 

Yearbook: The Starstone fee is $5.50 for seniors and 
$450 for juniors and sophomores. 

Senior Rings: The price for Senior Class Rings ranges 
from $15,00 to $20.00. 

Physical Education Fee: This fee is $4.50 per semester 
for towel service. Gym suits, socks, shoes, and sweat 
De must also be bought by those students who need 
them. 


Club Dues: These dues will vary with the clubs: this 
сеа involves only those students who join the various 
clubs, 


JOB PLACEMENT SERVICE 
The co-operative training programs at Wakefield are

school sponsored and promoted by local business organi- 
zations to train juniors and seniors for specific occupa- 
tions and professions. Each program meets the need of 
the student who plans to continue the study of his chosen 
field in college, or become engaged in an occupation im- 
mediately after graduation. Students, 16 years old and 
older, work a minimum of 15 hours each week and earn a 
salary offered any other beginning employee. 

The three co-operative training programs offered at 
Wakefield are Distributive Education (D.E.), Vocational 
Office Training (V.O.T.), and Diversified Occupations 
(0.0,). D.E. covers the areas of retail, wholesale, and 
service fields, V.O.T. is composed of twelfth grade stu- 
dents having good skills in typewriting, shorthand, or 
bookkeeping. D.O. offers a variety of occupational train- 
ing, and is open to eleventh and twelfth grade students 
who desire to work as any of the following: nurse's aid, 
beautician, dental assistant, auto mechanic, draftsman, 
printer, optican mechanic, and sheet-metal worker. 

The student in the co-operative training program at- 
tends school for a minimum of three hours, taking the re- 
quired courses for his grade level and one elective. He re- 
ceives credit for the courses he takes during school and 
two credits for on-the-job training. 


VISITORS 

Wakefield is open to visitors most of the time. Excep- 
tions are during the days when mid-year and final exam- 
inations are being held, and on snow make-up days. Par- 
ents are welcome to visit the school, meet the teachers, 
and observe methods of instruction, Visitors are encour- 
aged to call the office and make arrangements so that 
Vskefienn Guides may be provided and visitors' passes 
issued, 


PUBLICATIONS 
There are three publications at Wakefield: The Star- 
stone, our yearbook, the Signal, the school paper, and the 
Pendulum, Wakefield’s literary magazine. 
The Starstone was named after the tiny star-shaped 
stones found at Wakefield, birthplace of George Washing- 
ton. The yearbook is published annually and is designed 
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as a record and memory of school life at Wakefield. It is 
ordered in the fall or winter months and is delivered be- 
fore school is out. Students interested in being members 
of the Starstone staff should see the yearbook advisors. 

The Signal is published every two weeks and is included 
in the fee a student pays for class dues, 

The Pendulum is designed to give students an opportu- 
nity to publish their poems, short stories, and general 
literary or artistic works. All students are invited to con- 
tribute material to the Pendulum individually or through 
their English classes. The Pendulum is published several 
times during the school year and copies may be purchased 
as they are published. 


FINANCIAL SYSTEM 

_ Revenue from all school affairs (ath'c''-s, drama, mu- 
sic, publications) is deposited in a gir -al fund from 
which all school activities are financed. These funds are 
dispersed upon approval of the student-faeulty finance 
committee, This committee is composed of the Principal, 
Assistant Principals, School Treasurer, Athletic Director, 
four faculty members, Secretary of Finance of the As- 
sembly, and one student from each grade. This commit- 
tee, which meets regularly every two weeks, must also 
approve all student activity budgets. 


р TRADITIONS 

Wakefield Warriors, flying their colors of green and 
white, have established many school customs іп Wake- 
field’s nine-year existence. The following traditions are 
all a part of Wakefield’s school year and provide much 
fun for everyone, 

The Wakefield-W-L Pep Rally is held the night before 
the big Wakefield-W-L footbali game. The clubs parade 
their gaily decorated floats and give skits in a competi- 
tion. It is a wild night. 

The Homecoming Dance, sponsored by the Student As- 
sembly, is held the night after our last home football 
game. The Homecoming Queen is crowned and reigns at 
the dance with her court: one junior and one sophomore 
attendant, Candidates for queen and attendants are first 
selected by the football team. The student body makes 
the final selection. 
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Green and White Day is the day of the Wakefield-W-L 
football game. Everyone wears green and white to display 
school spirit. | 

Christmas traditions are numerous, The week before 
Christmas is, quite hectic for homerooms and clubs. The 
school sponsors a door, transom, and Christmas basket 
decoration contest, Wakefield's halls are colorful and 
cheerful as homerooms display their decorations. The food 
in the beautifully decorated Christmas baskets is given 
to needy families for Christmas. 

The Alumni Dance is held during the Christmas Holi- 
days and is attended by seniors and past graduates and 
their dates. It is sponsored by the Student Assembly and 
was started in 1956. 


first week in January. The entire student body then holds 
an election, redueing the number of candidates to fifteen, 
five per class. Since the queen is judged on talent, as well 
as appearance, a talent contest is held among these fif- 
teen candidates. Five girls are selected as finalists; at the 
Ball the Snow Queen is chosen by members of the Arling- 
ton Optomist Club after each girl has displayed her talent. 

The Junior-Senior Game is a basketball game between 
junior and senior boys who are not on either the varsity 
of Junior Varsity teams. Junior and senior cheerleading 
tryouts are held for those girls interested in cheering at 
the game. 

The Hoot'nanny was sponsored for the first time last 
year by the Student Assembly. It is an informal night of 
entertainment featuring group singing and refreshments. 

The Y-Sing, sponsored by the Y-Council, is held one 
evening in April and may be attended by anyone, free of 
charge. The HiY's and Tri-HiY's prepare two songs for 
this event and compete for top singing positions. First 
second, and third places are awarded in both the Hi-Y 
and the Tri-Hi-Y divisions. 

Open Season, sponsored ш Optimi Hi-Y, is the week of 
the year that girls anxiously await. During this week in 
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the spring, girls buy tags from members ої. Optimi for 
81,00 and tag their favorite guys. The girl must carry all 
books, open all doors and perform other such services for 
the guy she has tagged. A dance is held on the Saturday 
night of that week, which marks the end of Open Season. 

Bermuda Day is held in May and is sponsored by the 
Student Assembly. Everyone buys bermuda licenses for 
$.50. This license allows a student to wear bermudas to 
school on that day and to attend the bermuda hop after 
school. All profits from Bermuda Day are put in the For- 
eign Exchange Fund. 

Wakefield Day, started seven years ago, is sponsored by 
the school and local stores and agencies. Clubs have booths 
in order to earn money; food, games, and items for sale 
are everywhere. An art exhibit is held in the library and 
a fashion show in the auditorium. “Miss Wakefield" is 
crowned at the Moonlight Dance which is held on the 
tennis courts that night. The name of one candidate for 
“Miss Wakefield" is turned in by each homeroom a few 
weeks before Wakefield Day. These candidates are then 
judged on appearance by several adult judges; twelve 
semi-finalists are selected. At the Moonlight Dance, *Miss 
Wakefield" and two members of her court are chosen, 

The Yearbook Signing Party is sponsored by the senior 
class. This gay party is held in June and provides an op- 
portunity for seniors to sign each other’s yearbooks. 

The Senior Prom and the Junior Prom are held in late 
May and early June. They are the last dances of the year 
and each is attended by practically all the members of 
that class. Juniors clean up after the Senior Prom and 
sophomores after the Junior Prom. 

Senior Skip Day is sponsored by the senior class and is 
held in June. All seniors have permission to skip, and do 
skip. A ріспіс is held in the afternoon and a hop (for sen- 


iors only) is usually held on the tennis courts that night. 


DANCE POLICY 
Because of the greatly-increasing number of dances, a 
dance policy was established last year. 
This policy has limited the number of dances held this 
year to twelve.

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HONOR SOCIETIES 
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The Latin Honor Society has about 35 members, each of 
whom must have completed three semesters of Latin with 
an “A” in either Latin I or Latin II. The president is 
Shelby Smith, and the sponsor is Mrs. Fenton. 

The Spanish Honor Society, consisting of about 35 mem- 
bers, requires each of them to have completed three se- 
mesters of Spanish with a “B” average and with an over- 
all “B” average. The president is Barbara Bass, and the 
sponsor is Mrs. Goertz, 

The Art Honor Society, the Golden Easel, has about 35 
members, all of whom have completed one semester of art 
with a “B” average. Teddy Fowler is president, and Miss 
Salley and Mr. Symes are the sponsors. 

The Quill and Scroll is a literary honor society with 
about 20 members. All of them are juniors or seniors, in 
the upper third of their classes, who have done outstand- 
ing work on a publication for at least one semester. The 
sponsors are Mr, Groves and Mrs. Hennessey. 

The Thespians is the drama honor society of about 25 
members, Students earn admission by working on dra- 
matic productions. The president is Judy Cosgrove and 
the sponsor is Miss Jewell. 


CLUB PROGRAM 

The club program at Wakefield offers many opportuni- 
ties for students to develop and expand their interests, so- 
cial contacts, service in the school and community, and 
active participation in school life. 

The clubs meet after school on specially designated 
days in order to avoid conflicts with other after-school 
activities, A new club may be formed by a reasonable 
number of interested students and a faculty sponsor, who 
will in turn apply for a charter. All clubs will be repre- 
sented on the Inter-Club Council, an organization headed 
by the Secretary of Clubs. The purpose of the Council is 
to coordinate and publicize the activities of the clubs. Its 
primary activity is Club Week, which is held in early fall. 
and serves to demonstrate the activities of each club and 
to stimulate interest in them. 

The approximate size and purpose of each club are list- 
ed below. 
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The Art Club has about 15 members who spend one af- 
ternoon a week in Wakefield’s art department working on 
individual art projects, Art materials are bought for the 
powers through minimal dues. Mr. Cummins sponsors 

he club, 


The Biology Club, sponsored by Mr. Taylor, is made up 
of about 25 students who enjoy biology and wish to study 
it further. Leaf collections and reptile studies are two 
typical projects. The group takes field trips to supplement 
the program. 


The Chemical Society usually has about 25 members, 
Activities include experimenting in the laboratory, hear- 
ing outstanding speakers, and watching films. 


. The Chess Club has about 8 members, all of whom are 
interested in chess. The club competes in the Northern 
Virginia and the Metropolitan Chess Leagues, 

The Debate Squad has about 10 members, four of whom 
are on the Varsity squad. In the fall the members work 
on case preparations, and in January hold practice de- 
bates. The Northern Virginia Debate League debates are 
held during February and March. 

The D.E. Club is composed of juniors ‚and seniors en- 
rolled in the Distributive Education co-operative train- 
ing ргодтат at Wakefield, It has approximately 40 mem- 
bers who carry out such projects as holding a fashion 
show, having an employer-employee dinner, and attend- 
ing the district convention. 

The D.O. Club has about 35 members, who are all mem- 
bers of the Diversified Occupations co-operative training 
program at Wakefield. Тһе D.O. Club sponsors the Snow 
Queen Ball and holds various banquets throughout the 
year. 

The Future Business Leaders of America is a club com- 
posed of students interested in business. F.B.L.A. projects 
include such things as visiting trust companies and рге- 
Борын an award to the best business student at Wake- 
ield. 

The Future Homemakers of America is a national home 
economies club; our chapter has about 30 members. Study- 
ing fashion designs, making Christmas gifts, and taking 
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a trip to New York with other F.H.A. groups are typical 
projects. 

The Future Teachers of America, organized last year, 
is composed of about 25 girls interested in becoming 
teachers, Guest speakers attend meetings and the girls 
are given the opportunity to observe and assist in class- 
room teaching. 

The Wakefield Guides Association is composed of about 
35 specially selected students who, under the direction of 
Mrs. Mare, guide all visitors around the school. They also 
orientate new students and act as hosts and hostesses at 
Back-to-School Night, Baccalaureate, and Commencement. 

The Gymnastics Club has about 20 members who hold 
regular practices and present routines to the student body 
in tumbling, vaulting, and trampoline. ; й 

The Key Club, consisting of about 35 boys, is a service 
organization. Members are selected on character, leader- 
ship, and scholastic standing. The club is a national or- 
ganization which carries out school and community proj- 
ects. 

The Keyettes, the girls’ branch of the Key Club, has 30 
members. Its projects and requirements for membership 
are similar to those of the Key Club. 

The Wakefield Monogram Club members have all re- 
ceived a school letter and maintained at least a “С” aver- 
age. The only goal of the Monogram ‘Club is to promote 
school spirit. я 

The Photography Club has approximately 20 members 
who take pictures at Wakefield dances and other school 
functions. і 

The Radio Club consists of a group of boys interested 
in the operation and construction of radios, 

The Wakefield Rescue Squad is open to all male stu- 
dents at Wakefield who hold an American National Red 
Cross standard first aid card.

ceptions to these limitations. 


FRATERNITIES AND SORORITIES 

Membership in organizations which are not school-ap- 
proved (secret societies, fraternities, and sororities) is 
prohibited by action of the Arlington County School 
Board, Students who affiliate with such organizations 
will be subject to disciplinary action. This action will in- 
clude: exclusion from participation in athletics, the hold- 
ing of school offices, and the receiving of honors for the 
remainder of the year; and suspension from school until 
the student has given evidence that he is no longer as- 
sociated with the prohibited activity. 

If there is doubt as to membership in such an organiza- 
tion, the parents and student involved will be required to 
sign an affidavit of non-association in a prohibited secret 
activity. 


POLITICAL PARTIES 

Political parties are along-standing institution at Wake- 
field. They were founded for the purpose of promoting 
student interest in student government affairs and for 
providing a democratic, efficient method of nominating 
candidates for S.C.A. offices. The two parties, the Student 
Progressive Party and the United Students Improvement 
are both dedicated to the fostering of new ideas for 
Wakefield’s 5, С. A. though they often differ in the 
methods of action they suggest. 

Membership in political parties is open to all Wake- 
field students, and everyone is urged to take part. Each 
year, just before the Sophomore election in the fall and 
the full spring election, activity is at its height, Nominat- 
ing conventions are held by each party, platforms are 
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drawn up, and campaigning goes into full swing. Each 
student is urged to learn how the political parties operate, 
join the one of his choice, and take an active part himself.

ADMINISTRATIVE DISCIPLINE SEQUENCES 


The sequences below are those generally to be followed. 
They тиз фе kept flexible and should be altered as cir- 
cumstances indicate. For example, in cases representing 
flagrant deviate behavior such as drinking, fighting, etc., 
the student’s parents should be called, the student sent 
home, and a readmittance conference scheduled. It is ex- 


pected, however, that most disciplinary actions will follow 
this sequence. 


1. Class Referrals 


A. 1st time - The director and teacher should counsel 
the student. An “Application to Re-enter Class" 
procedure can be followed if the problem seems to 
require this attempt at a solution. The application 
should be very helpful if the teacher has worked 
with the student prior to the referral. A copy of 
the applieation should be sent home. If the ap- 
plication is not used, a letter to the home should 
be used to inform the parent of a difficulty which 
seems to be corrected. 


B. 2nd time - Director and teacher should counsel the 
student. The application to enter class procedure 


should be used or a parent conference should be 
scheduled. 


IL Attendance Referrals 
A. Truancy 


1. 1st time - A letter should be sent to the parent 
requesting their assistance or a conference can 
be scheduled (whichever seems indicated). The 
student should be counseled. 


2nd time - A parent conference should be held. 
The student should be counseled. 

3. Additional instances - The student should be 
suspended pending parent conference, When it 
becomes clear that previous efforts have not 
been successful and the student is not profiting 
from school attendance, the case will be dis- 
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cussed in a meeting of the Administrative Staff 
and, as a last resort, a termination agreement 
will be sought. 

B. Tardiness, Late Note, Card Not Picked Up, Etc. 


1. 1st time - The student should be counseled and 
an information letter should be sent to parents. 

2. 2nd time - The student should be counseled and 
a call or a letter should be directed to parents 
requesting assistance. 

3. 8rd time - A conference should be held with 
parents. The student should be counseled,

A. Smoking*, damage to property, bus behavior**, 
hall behavior, cafeteria behavior, etc. 
* The penalty for smoking in the building involves sus- 
pension on each detection. »
